The Improvements will Include mod- 
ern passenger and freight facilities 
and large yards In Johnstown, more 
than doubling tho present capacity ot 
the Baltimore & Ohio's facilities there; 
construction ot passenger and freight 
facilities which will enlarge tho ca- 
pacity o£ tho terminal at Somerset, 
building long 
passing 
sidlngg and 
heavy Bteel bridges on the Somerset 
* Cambria division which will provide 
a double-track 
on a 
considerable 
stretch of the line, new passenger sta- 
tion at Koeltwood and the construction 
of a new low-grade line between that 
point and Oarrett. 
The plan of betterment Involves onw 


of the most elaborate schedules vet un-

The railroad officials set forth that
